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WHAT GEAR MEAN! 
" Not only many riders, buts good many 
persons Wwito do not ride at all, tall. glibly. 
nbout 63-gear, 70-gear, 80-gear, &c., with- 
‘oub knowing precisely what gear really 
means. They know the Fule for calcdlating 
gear, which is about the full extent of their 
Imowledge. - Thus, you divide the diameter 
of tha back wheel in inches by the number 
of cogs on the axle of that wheel, and 
multiply by the number of cogs on the crank 
wheel. Where thore are 8 coga on the back 
and 18 on the front the caleulation is sasy— 
8: 18: 28: :63. Simplified the figures 
become 1.:9::7:63.: If there were no 
gearing there would be ono turn of tho], 
wheel foreach revolution of the pedal, and 
8 machine with 28in. wheels would run 7ft. 
‘4in.—i.e., 3 1-7th times the wheel diameter. 
The Sbject of gearing is. te geb more than 
one turn of the wheel for-one revolution of 
the pedal, and this is managed by making }* 
the chain run over fewer cogs at the back 
than in front. on 
The back and front cogs over which the 
chain runs’ necessarily keep time, go it 
follows that if there are mora cogs on the 
crank wheel ‘or front sprocket than there 
are on the back sprocket, it must take the 
crank sprocket .o longer time to deseribo 
one revolution than the back wheel takeg. 
-Where the proportion of front cogs to back 
cogs in such as to give a 63-gosr (18 front 
to 8 back), the effect is the same .as if the 
back.wheel were 63in. in diamotor, so that 
the machine runs forward 16ft, 3in, for one 
revolution of the pedal. A 92-gear gives 
arun of 24ft., ond a 163-gear in a soxtuplet 
nruti of 40ft, for. cach revelution of the 
peda. The rider of a high-geared machine 
speeds along at a fast rate though he moves 
his legs but slowly. This gives him appar. 
cnt ease of movement, but what he gains 
in one way. he loses in another, hen 
thpunted on a -7G-gour or 80-gear he doos 
not need to pedal so fast us the 63-gear 
rider, but he.has to put forth more power, 
and .when it comes to hill-mounting. the 
power which will carry a 63-gear comfort- 
ably up hill may fail altogether with an 80- 
gear. On the other hand, in downhil! 
running far harder back pedalling is requir- ; 
ed on the high gear than on the low. gear; 
in fact, the high goar, through covering so 
muuch, ground at cach revolution of tho 
crank, .scoms to he ever on the point.of 
running away.: On racing tracks: and level 
rouds “the high gear has tho best of the 
position, for the extra power required is 
compuratively small. It is thus pat by tho 
Scientific American :— ow 
. ‘For although: the rider of. an .80-gear 
machine covers about a yard more ground 
than the rider of a 70-gear machine,‘ at 
each revalution of his cranks, he has to 
exert theocetically one-seventh more“ :es- 
suro-upon the_pedals, provided the -ocher 
condition®sucit as length of cranks and 
weight of rider and muachino, be. equal. 
Upon the Jevel and on good roads this ex- 
tra pressure is. not discernible, when, onec 
tho machine is fairly under way; but upon 
a rough-road, or in climbing a hill, or 
against the wind, the extra effort is.very 
evident, and in the case of weak or tired 
idurs painfully so.’ In other words, if a 
rider is exorting all his power when moun- 
ted on 4 63in. gear, the oxtra seventh 
would not be forthcoming if he were ona 
70-gear. 
‘Broadly speaking,’ adds the Sctentijic 
American, ‘the question of gear is one of 
the lever, in which the radius of tho dri- 
ving-wheel is the long arm, the crank the 
short arm; the resistance being applied at 
the long arm and the power at the short 
urm. When the machine is runping at any 
given specd, the pressuro on the pedal mul- 
-tiplied by the crank length will just equal 
the total resistance of the machine (due to 
internal friction, wind, the irregularity of 
the , ground, and the inclination of the 
grado, if climbing a hill), multiplied by the 
theoreti¢al radius of the driving-wheel, 
Evidently, if tho driving-wheel, or gear, ho 
increased, the length of the crank should 
be inercased in like proportion if the pres- |- 
sure on the pedals is to remain the seme ; 
and in general it will bo found advisablo ta 
)dothis, “On the other hand, increased 
length. of cranks means greater travel of 
tho rider's leg, or increased.‘‘kuee action," 
ae an increased fatigue on this account 
one, ;
